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DON PEDRO THE FIRST, OF PORTUGAL, 
AND DONNA IGNEZ D§ CASTRO, 

HE royal monalicry of Alcobaca is feated 
TT ina very pretty village.of the fame name, 
about fifteen lergvés north of Lifbon; itis well 
fheltered, particularly towards the weft, by rif- 
ing grounds, which gradually afcend to an im 
mente elevation. It was founded in the year 
i170, by Alpbonfo the Firf, ki g of Portugal, 
in confequence of taking the fortrefs of Sante- 
rem from the Moors, the capture of which he 
previoully vowed to commemorate by a monaf- 
sry. <A Portoguefe writer, in fpeakiug of this 
magnificent Structure fays, its cloilters are ci- 
ties, its daerilly a Church, and the church a ba- 
filitk. 

Among the Portuguefe interred in this mo- 
paltery there are two, namely, Don Pedro and 
Donna Ignex de Cafiro, Contiguous to the tran- 
fept of the charch belonging to this convent, 
there is a gothic manfoleum of hewn tftone, in 
the middie of which are two magnificent fepul 
chres of white marble, containing the remains 
of Don Pedro the Firit, king of Portugal, and 
of Donna Ignez de Caftro, his confort. A cum- 
bent efligy of each is piaced on their refpective 
tombs, by which the former is reprefentea with 
along beard, a fevere countenance, and in the 
attof drawing his {fword. The latter is repre 
feniea with a. beautiful, innocent countenance, 
drefied in royal robes, and adorned with the di- 
adem. 

There ere but few perfonages recorded in hif- 
tory who have been oftener celcbrated by dra- 
matic writers thin this princefs. There have 
been no lefs than five trrgedies formed from her 
pitifal narrative; ez. two in Englith, one in 
French, one in Spinith, and one in Portuguefe. 
The letter, perhaps, approaches the neareft to 
the truth of hiftory, and is not inferior in point 
of poetical merit. the author, Sexbor Nicola 
Luis, had no occafion to refort to fiction to heigh- 
ten the pafions of an audience, as the fimple 
facts are {officient to fill up all the feenes of pity 
end terror, and to fhew to what lengths fare 
and revenge are capable of traniporting the hu- 
man mind. 

The fubje& of this tragical piece is as follows : 
Don Pedro, fon of Alonzo the Fourth, king of 
Portugal, and heir apparent to the crown, hav- 
ing fallen in love with a lady of the court named, 
Donna Ipgnez de Caftro, thought he could not 
thire the crown which awaited him with a more 
amiable perfon. She united to all the charms 
of beauty, the moft amiable and accomplihhed 
manners. The prince, waving all confiderations 
of birth and fortunes, was privately married to 
her by the Bithop of Guarda. 


Notwithftanding the nuptials were performed 
with all the fecrecy imaginable, yet they reach- 
ed the king’s ear, who had premeditated a con- 
tort for Don Pedro in the king of Caftile’s daugh- 
ter. He queftioned him as to the truth of the 
report; but, knowing his father’s arbitrary dif- 
polition, he thought it prudent then to conceal 
the fad,

The king, who was a man of weak under- 
ftanding, gave ear to their calumuy, and they 
worked upon his paffious to that degree that he 
refolved to murder the unfortunate princefs. Ac- 
cordingly he fet out to perpetrate the horrid 
deed, accompanied by three of his courtiers, and 
a number of armed men. 

Donna Ignez at this time refided in Coimbra, 
in the palace of Santa Clara, where the pafled 


her children, and attending to the duties of her 
dom ‘fic affairs. 

‘The prince, unfortunately was abroad ona 
hunting party when the king arrived. The 
beautiful victim came out to meet him with her 
two infant children, who clung about his knees, 
fcreaming aloud for mercy. She profirates her- 
felfat his feet, bathes them with her tears, and 
fupplicates pity for her children, befeeching him 
to banith her to fome remote defart, where the 
would gladly wander an exile with her baves. 


The feelings of nature arrefted his arm, jut 
raifed to plunge a dagger in her breaft. But his 
counfellors, urging the neceflity of her ceath, 
and reproachiag him for his difregard to the wel- 
fare of the nation, he relapfed into his former 
refolution, and commanded them to difpatch 
her; at which they rufhed forward, regardlefs 
of the cries of innocence and beauty, and inftant- 
ly ftruck off her head! 

Soon after the above tranfaétion, the prince 
arrived; but, alas! found thofe eyes that were 
ufed to watch his return with impatience clofed 
in death. The fight of his beloved Ignez wel- 
tering in gore, filled his mind with diftraction, 
and kindled every fpark of revenge within his 
foul. In allthe agony of rage he called aloud 
on the avenging hand of heaven to punifh thofe 
monfiers who deprived him of all he held dear up- 
on earth. 

As foon as her remains were interred, he pot 
himfelf at the head of an army who fympathized 
with his diftrefs; they carried fire and fword 
through the adjacent provinces, and laid wafte 
the eftates of the murderers. The royal troops 
could not oppofe them; they fled at the appear- 
ance of the gallant avengers of innocence. ~ But 
the king, wretched man! could not fly from 
himfelf; the csies of his grand-children ftill 
echoed in his ears, and the bleeding image of 
their unfortunate mother was ftill before his eyes. 
Death at length commifferated his fituation, and 
he expired full of repentance for his accumula- 
ted crimes. He was an undutifel fon, an anna- 
tural brother, and a cruel father. 

The prince now afcended the throne in the 
thirty-feventh year of his age. He ne fooner 
obtained the pore than he meditated to re- 

of his beloved Ignez. The three 








daeiteteataiiain , 
murderers, namely, Pedro Cocilo, Diego Lop 
Pacheo, and Alvaro Gonfalvez, had fied into: 
Caitile previous to the death of the late king. 
The prince ordered them to be tried on a charge 
of high treafon, and being found guilty, tuei 
effets were confifcated. Next, he contrived t 
feige the perfons, by agreeing with the king o! 
Caftile that both thould reciprocally deliver up 
the Portuguefe and Caftilian fagitives, who 
fought proteétion in their refpefive dominion: 
Gonfalvez and Coello were accordingly arrefted 
and fent in chajns to Portugal; Pacheo efcaped 
into France. 

The king was at Santerem when the delin 
quents were brought to him, and inftantly o: 
dered them to be laid on a pyre that was pre- 
vioufly formed, contiguous to which he had a 
banquet prepared. fore che torch was kind- 
led, and while they agonized at every pore un- 
der the moft lingering tortures, their hearts were 
cut out, one at his breafl, the other at his back. 
Laftly, the pyre was fet ina blaze, in prefence 
of which he dined, whilit they evaporated in 
flames. 

Having thus far appeafed his infatiable thirft 
of revenge, he ordered his marriage with Don- 
na Ignez to be publithed throughout the king- 
dom; then her body was taken our of the fe- 
pulchre, covered with regal robes, and placed 
on a magnificent throre, around which his mi- 
nifters alembied, and did homage to their lawful 
queen. 

After this ceremony, her corpfe was tranflated 
from Coimbra to Alcobaca, with a pomp hither~ 
to unknown in the kingdom; though the dif- 
tance between thefe two places is fifty two miles, 
yet the road was lined on both fides all the way, 
with people penn, Sy pe tapers. ‘The fune- 
ral was attended by all the noblemen and gen- 
tlemen in Portugal, dreffed in long mourning 
cloaks; their ladies alfoattended im white mourn- 
ing veils. 

The cloud which the above difafter caf over 
the mindef Don Pedro was never totally dif- 
perfed, and as he lived in a ftate of celibacy the 
remainder of his life, agreeable to his vow, there 
was nothing to divert his attention from rumi- 
nating on the fate of his beloved fpoufe. The 
imprefion her death made on him was ftrongly 
charatterifed, not only in the tortures he infliét- 
ed on her murderers, but alfo in the aéts of ad~ 
miniftration, which, from their feverity, indu- 
ced fome to give him the appellation of Pedro 
the cruel, by others he was called Pedro the juft.

N honefl Swifé; of the Pays de Vaud, having deter> 
mined to fead:his fou to Petts, made tim a prefent 
of a fine Plutarch, with large imaigins, and haudfomely 
bound, at the time of their parting The father earnelily 
recommended 19 bis fon to read the hves of the great men 
of antiquity. “ Make this book (fad he) your principal 
fludy; begin your morning exercates’ with refi*Aions on 
the condu@ of the wluitnous men vlofe inftory it 
contains; you will thus earn to imitate them, i affure 
you, my fon, it will be greatly to your edvaniage to conti- 
nue this reading regularly.’ 

The young man readily promifed to read the Plutarch 
which bis father delivered te him; bat the frit thing- he 
did wos to leck it up in-his trunk. 

Fwo months foon palled away in Paris, The fon wrote 
tu bis father, that notwithflanding all his ecooomy he 

vooted money. “ Read Plutarch,” was the old man’s 

anfwer. The fon wrote a fecond time, affuring him’ tivat 
he had read Plutarch trom beginning to end. * No, my 
fon, (replied the father) you have not read it.” In ano. 
ther letter, he defired lim to remember the voluntary po- 
verty of Arittides, which rendered him far greater than 
the wealthy Callas : ** You may adore that fhiltul gene- 
yal Pericits; but do not model 
Alcibiades : 
you, my fon, you will fh

upon the thell of an oyfter, which a peafant, who did not 
koow him, prefented to him, IT have always admired the 
facrifice made by this juft man who oppofed himfelf fo 
cerneftly to public diffipation and extravagance,” 

Plutarch was opened at the flory of the thell, and the 
note appesred in the margin, This commentary was of a 
very. fingular kind ; it was a bill, payable to the bearer, 
for twe bandred louis d’ors, written on the margin, and 
tigned*by the old gentleman. In this manner he had pro- 
poled to reward his fon for reading the lives of great men 
of antiquity. The father cut it off, and put it in bis pocket, 
faying, “1 am very forry that you have not taken notice 
of the gloffary I thought neceffary to all the text; I did 
sot think it would have been fo much de[pifed.”

the Beys of Egypt, having colle&ed a large army at Cairo, 
an obftinaie battle was fought which cuntiaued through the 
whole of the day; and that in the following night Buona- 
parte retreated to Rofetta, to which place he was foon 
followed ; though fo reduced was his army as not to con- 
fit of more than 10 of 12,c00 men, Another attack upon 
him was preparing, when he confented to capitulate ; buat 
he was refuled any other terms than a furrender to the 
dilcretion of the Beys, as they were all certain of him, it 
being impoffible for him to advance or retreat farther ; 
and in this fituation the laft corre& intelligence left him 
The difpaiches fate in addition, aod from the fame autho- 
rity, that Admiral Nelfon has fucceeded jn completely de- 
flioying the tranfports and armed fhips in Alexandria har- 
bour. He dise@ed fome bomb veflels to fultain the fire 
of the forts which the French had ere&ted on fhore. while 
fire thips were fent in among the tranfports. The tranf- 
ports were moored in a hne extending from the recefs of 
the harbour towards the catrance. The wind favored ; 
end foon after the flames took the firft veffcl, it {pread to 
the remainder, The whole number of tian{ports was 366, 
including feveral Ragufan and Venitian veffels, particular.

the fquadroa on the cuatt of France, or by Admiral King!- 
mill’s cruizers; they had throwa overboard boats, {pais, 
arm cheits, &c, I leftthe prizes with the Robult, Magna- 
nime, Echalion and Amelia; the Hoche of 84 guns, was 
one of the fhips taken,
